When University Police Capt. 
Scott Brown pulls students over at 
Cal State Long Beach, they often 
don’t have one very important piece 
of paper on them: proof of driver’s 
insurance. aes 

“Plenty of people don’t have in- 
surance, or they have the old card, ~ 
or they can’t find it,’ Brown said. 
“It’s a common occurrence.” 

So common that last month as- 
semblyman Mike Gatto (D-Los 
Angeles) introduced Assembly Bill 
1708. 

This bill would allow California 
drivers to show proof of insurance 
on mobile electronic devices such 
as tablets or smart phones if it’s 
passed. 

Loria Oum, a junior health care 
administration major, said she 
thinks AB 1708 could be very ben- 
eficial to students who have mis- 
placed their paper proof of insur- 
ance but are in fact insured.

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Three binge drinking cases 
reported over two weeks

Three cases of alcohol poisoning 
were reported at Cal State Long Beach 
during a two-week period in February, 
when students came to campus drunk. 

The students were hospitalized and 
ate expected to make a full recovery, 
according to an email from the Hous- 
ing and Residential Life office. 

The email was sent to all dorm resi- 
dents in response to the three incidents 
and specified how to identify signs of 
alcohol poisoning. 

Additionally, door signs about alco- 
hol safety were hung on each resident’s 
door. 

Carol Roberts-Corb, director of 
housing and residential life, said she 
believed many television shows like 
“Jersey Shore” influence students to 
binge drink. 

“I don’t think [the students] un- 
derstand the serious repercussions of 
drinking to such an extreme,” Roberts- 
Corb said. 

“That’s why we’re trying to respond 
with education,” she continued. 

Although it’s unusual to have many 


alcohol-poisoning incidents; like this 
past February, there is an increase in 
students binge drinking as well as their 
chances of alcohol poisoning, accord- 
ing to University Police Capt. Scott 
Brown. 

On average, three to five cases of 
alcohol poisoning on campus are re- 
ported every year, Brown said. 

“People are getting much more 
drunk;” Brown said. 

“..We’re not seeing a whole lot of 
increase here on campus drinking, | 
think it’s off-campus [drinking],” he 
continued. 

Housing and Residential Life and 
University Police worked with the 
Alcohol, ‘Tobacco and Other Drugs 
Program (ATOD) on campus to raise 
students’ awareness about alcohol poi- 
soning. 

ATOD’s mission is to educate stu- 
dents about the dangers of alcohol and 
other drug abuse, according to its web- 
site. 

The dorms have a no-alcohol policy 


_ for the students’ safety and health. 


Although the police department 
worked with ATOD during the inci- 
dents that occurred in February, Brown 
said that he still believes “it’s individ- 
ual responsibility” when it comes to 
preventing alcohol poisoning. 

“A lot of times it’s young people,” 
Brown said. 

“We're not after them because 
they’re underage, we’re more con- 
cerned about them being taken care of 
medically,” he continued. 
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Alcohol bottles and cans are seen in the recycling bins of the dorms on campus. 
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candidate running for president, dis- 
agreed with Haberstroh. 

Thomas gave examples of how 
students have voiced their .opinions 
in Sacramento and legislative offic- 
es. 

“Tt’s not out of our hands, it’s in every 
single one of our hands across the cam- 
pus,” Thomas said. “And how are we 
going to do it? By uniting students, by 
educating each other, by talking about 
it.” 

James Suazo, a candidate running 
for president, said he believes that every 
candidate is qualified for ASI regard- 
less of how much experience in ASI 
they have. 

Jonathon Bolin, a candidate run- 
ning for vice president, said he does 


not think there are any bad candi- 
dates running, but he wants-to rep- 
resent the students who have never 
been in ASI. 

“ASI is like a pizza, it’s really hard to 
make a bad pizza, but it’s also hard to 
make a good pizza,” Bolin said. 

“Pretty much you have bread 
cheese and tomato sauce, it’s an easy, 
simple recipe. You really have to 
screw up to make a bad ASI. You re- 
ally have to do well to make a good 
ASI,” he continued. 

Jorge Soriano, a candidate running 
for vice president, said he wants to ex- 
tend ASI information to graduate stu- 
dents, commuter students and the aver- 
age student. 

“Right now, [ASI has] a very ae 
relationship with the student organiza- 
tions on campus, they benefit greatly 
from all the services that ASI offers,” 
Soriano said. “But what about the aver- 
age student?”

Diana Phan, a candidate running for 
vice president, said that administrators 
and ASI should work together to pro- 
mote their students’ success. 

Jose Espeleta, a candidate running 
for-treasurer, said that he wants to be 
able to do more with less. 

“As a CFO, a chief financial officer, 
you have to take care of what you spend 
and where you spend it on,” Espeleta 
said. “So I’ve been looking at how can 
we save and how can we do more with 
what we have.” 

Jordan Cattuzzo, a candidate run- 
ning for treasurer, said her main focus 
was on helping students through fund- 
ing. 

“T know what it’s like to be on finan- 
cial aid, and I know how important it is 
to students,” Cattuzzo said. 

“I want to be able to be there for the 
students to help them, support them 


_and know that I’m there to help them 


through college,” she continued. 
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want to get fined for that because I do 
have insurance and I do pay for it,” 
Oum said. ; 

Some students think that the bill 
may help enforce insurance laws. 

Tyler Streeter, a sophomore kine- 
siology major, pointed out that if AB 
1708 passes, people could no longer 
pretend that they’ve misplaced their 
proof of insurance when they’re not 
insured at all. 

“T think it would be better for ev- 
erybody because everyone pretty 
much has a smart phone,” Streeter 
said. 

“Tt would be easier for everyone to 
provide information and no one can 
say that they don’t have it or that it’s 
not accessible because it’s accessible

for everyone,” he said. 

Brown said University Police 
would accept proof of insurance on 
smart phones if AB 1078 were to be- 
come a law. ; 

However, even if it does pass, he 
still recommends that students keep 
their paper proof of insurance, just in 
case. 

“T would recommend it because 
what if they can’t access their 
phone?” Brown said. 

“You should always keep the paper 
with you, at least for the time being, 
while we figure out how everything 
works,” he continued. : 

AB 1708 is expected to go before 
the Assembly Insurance: Committee 
later this month. : 

Current law requires every driver 
or owner of a motor vehicle to pro- 
vide written evidence of financial 
responsibility upon request by a law 
enforcement officer.

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Hattar said that one woman in the 
community even promised that they 
will give dowry for his future wife 
when he gets married. 

He said that the gesture showed “they 
truly appreciated [him] being there.” 

After returning to the United States, 
Hattar went on a speaking tour to dif- 
ferent colleges and high schools to 
show what students can do to help 
change the world. - 

“The message I want to give to stu- 
dents is that you don’t need a specific 
skill to make a difference,” he said. “I 


made my trip happen based on knowing 
it could happen.” 

The trip motivated him to put to- 
gether a trailer for a documentary he is 
planning on starting this summer dur- 
ing his return to Sudan. 

The documentary will feature the 
village of Malek and its people. It will 
aim to bring awareness regarding the 
struggles, living conditions, medical 
and educational needs of the Sudanese. 

“T was inspired to get a documentary 
together to show the health condition 
and education,” he said. “I want to show 
what it is like. Right now, one in seven 
children don’t make it to the age of five 
in south Sudan.” 

Hattar was also selected to speak at 


the Clinton Global Initiative University 
Conference. 

» The conference was started by for- 
mer President Bill Clinton to “inspire, 
connect, and empower a community of 
global leaders to forge solutions to the 
world’s most pressing challenges.” 

Hattar will be going to Washington, 
D.C. on March 30 to present his “Com- 
mitment to Action,” which is to bring 


_consciousness to the challenges that nu- 


merous developing worlds are facing. 
He will be presenting in front of sev- 
eral prominent guests including Clin- 
ton, Usher and Jon Stewart. 
“What I’m hoping to get out of this is 
to have the corporation and prominent 
people help students with their project,” 


he said. “I want to show them how we 
would like to change the world and how 
we want their resources to be used.” 

Hattar said that more people, espe- 
cially students, should step up and ac- 
knowledge the world around them. 

“If we believe we can make a differ- 
ence, we will,” Hattar said. 

He said people have many miscon- 
ceptions about developing worlds, such 
as the people are not working hard 
enough or they are primitive and bar- 
baric. 

“Our world is all one,” Hattar said. 
“We tend to view people as the other, 
but really, our singularity in the world 
is greater than our differences.” 

Hattar said he wants to greatly 


change the way people are living in 
poor countries, and in doing so, he 
wants to get other people to join him. 

“It’s hard to sit here in a university 
knowing things are going on in coun- 
tries like Syria,” he said. “But I know, 
with my education, I can do more.” 

In the future, Hattar said he wants 
to continue his education and do more 
philanthropy. He is also interested in 
pursuing journalism. 

“At times, I want to be the president 
of the U.S. to change how the world 
takes things,” he said. “But if that 
doesn’t work, I want to be on the grass- 
roots movement sides of thing. I want 
to be an extension of what Gandhi and 
Martin Luther King preached.”

tackles civil 
dilemmas 


The University Players 
production deals 

with prejudices and 
exclusion.

The University Players tests how 
judgemental humans are as they pres- 
ent “Side Show,” opening at the Studio 
Theatre Friday. The play is a fiction- 
alized story about real-life conjoined 
twins, Daisy Hilton and Violet Hilton. 

Directed by Joanne Gordon, theatre 
arts department chair, ’Side Show” takes 
place during the Great Depression, when 
many Americans were denied acceptance 
from society if they were different. 

“This play looks at two people who 
are, by some accident at birth, different 
and therefore denied any kind of hope 
for the traditional romantic myth that 
we all grow up on,” Gordon said. 

Although set in the 1930s, this notion 
of societal exclusion still takes place to- 
day, whether it be cultural prejudices 
or simply being the outsider in high 
school. Gordon discusses the issue of 
gay marriage, and how gays are depict- 
ed as freaks by society. 

“You have two people, who want to 
love each other and not hurt any one, and 


society condemns them as freaks in the 
most ugly terms,” Gordon said. “This 
play does it in a more obvious manner.” 

Based on a true story, Daisy and 
Violet were born joined at the hips, and 
were the first set of conjoined twins 
born in the United Kingdom to live and 
survive after a few weeks. Mary Hil- 
ton, their birth-mother’s boss, took the 
twins under her care after seeing poten- 
tial fame in them, and placed them on 
tour in England at the age of three. 

After touring Europe and other parts. 
of the world, the Hilton sisters settled 
in the United States, where they toured 
with the U.S. sideshow,. performing 
vaudeville acts. 

Although living in the light of fame 
may be a dream to some, the twins were 
exploited and mistreated by their care- 
givers at an early age, and then by the 
circus, as the play reveals. 

“Side Show” debuted on Broadway in 
1997 and failed to have an extended run, 


despite multiple Tony Award nomina-~ 


tions. According to Gordon, many tour- 
ists in New York long for an upbeat musi- 
cal with a “happily ever after” ending, or 
with sensational theater effects. Although 
this play has neither, it does have a deeper 
truth and reality to the circus world and 
the mistreatment of its performers. 

“Tt all depends on what you want to get 
out of your own theater experience, wheth- 
er you want to forget your troubles, or if 
you want to understand them more deeply 
and feel empathy, then this is that kind of 
play that’s important,’ Gordon said. 

Gordon compares the parallels of the 
Great Depression to the poor economic 
state that our country is currently in. 

“There is this whole notion that when 
economic stress occurs, we need to feel 
better about ourselves by marginalizing 
somebody else, which is precisely what 
happens in this play,’ Gordon said. “The 
opening, which is very Brechtian, ‘Come 
Look at the Freaks,’ asks the very perti- 
nent question, ‘Who is the freak?’ The 
audience or the people in the Side Show.” 


Versatile Long Beach musician

Roc$tedy lists artists like Emi- 
nem, Jay-Z, Bob Marley, Sublime and 
Paramore as influences.

Despite the pathos of the Hilton sis- 
ters’ lives, the music of the play livens 
the mood with pastiche numbers from 
the 1930s and book music filled with 
emotion. The sisters’ first song is a co- 
medic vaudeville performance present- 
ed with singing and dancing. 

Along with a noteworthy undergrad 
cast, the play has an outstanding set 
design that is a huge versatile theatrical 
machine, according to Gordon. 

“Side Show” opens Friday, March 
16, and runs for eight performances, 
closing on Saturday, March 24.

The Beach gives reason to turn doubters into believers 


After making Big 
West Conference 
history, the women’s 
basketball team has a 
promising future.

Well, so much for finishing dead last 
in the Big West Conference. 

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team defied odds this season 
with plenty reason to be hopeful for the 
future. 

Despite being projected to be the 
only team left out of the nine-team con- 
ference tournament in the conference’s 
preseason media poll, the 49ers made 
quite a statement to the rest of the Big 
West. 

Last week, The Beach became the 
first team in Big West tournament his- 
tory to defeat-each of the top two seeds 
in No. 2 Cal State Northridge on Tues- 
day and No. | Cal Poly on Friday. ~ 

To top it off, the ‘Niners accom- 
plished the feat as the No. 7-seed in the 
eight-team bracket. After falling to No. 
6 UC Santa Barbara in the tournament 
final, head coach Jody Wynn expressed 
how proud she is of the team and its ac- 
complishments. 

She said she is most proud of the fact 
that her team became closer as the sea- 
son went along, even while having to 
deal with injuries, lack of experience, 


scrutiny and a roster with only one 
senior in Tipesa Moorer to look to for 
leadership. 

“It’s weird to be around 13 females 
every single day and never have a con- 
flict,’ Wynn said. “There hasn’t been 
one issue all year long, not even a slight 
concern. It’s rare to coach a team where 
everybody is completely on the same 
page as people (most importantly), as 
sisters. It is a testament to their char- 
acter.” 

The ‘Niners finished with a record of 
14-18 overall and 7-9 in Big West play. 

Not bad fora team that had only one 
returner on their active roster. 

Returning sophomore starters Ella 
Clark and Sendy Valles, along with se- 
nior reserve Sarah Lottinville all went 
down with season-ending injuries early 
in the year, leaving The Beach with the 
arduous task of finding its identity. 

Although the 49ers found early suc- 
cess within the confines of the Walter 


. Pyramid, they sieueeled heavily on the 


road. 

LBSU managed only three wins 
away from.home, but was able to come 
away with two wins at the Matadome in 
Northridge. The first came in a double- 
overtime contest on Feb. 11. The win 
served as a turning point for the team 
because it realized it could contend 
with the top teams in the conference. 

When the Big West tournament 
rolled around, LBSU learned it would 
travel to face the Matadors once more 
in the first round. Despite a 19-point 


‘second-half deficit, The Beach rallied 


and found a way to win. 
The momentum carried over in the 
semifinals when the 49ers defeated Cal

Kristina Santiago three days later. 
While Moorer was the team leader 

and only LBSU senior on the court, she 


“has instilled her talent and wisdom in 


her younger teammates as they look to 
improve in the coming years. 

“She. (Moorer) has been a great 
leader for all of us,” Wynn said. “We’ve 
learned as much from her as she has 
from us.” 

Freshman post Devin Hudson, who 
registered a double-double (15 points 
and 14 rebounds) in Saturday’s tourna- 
ment final loss to UCSB, echoed her 


coach’s sentiment. 

“First of all I think the reason we’re 
here is our senior,’ Hudson said after 
Saturday’s loss. “She ha’s.been my role 
model since day one.” 

Moorer led the team in scoring at 
12.7 points per game and could often 
be spotted as the squad’s vocal leader 
on the court. She was also named to the 
All-Big West second team. 


Next year’s team will feature many 


returning young players, including 


freshman guards Alex Sanchez and Ch- ~ 


antel Dooley, Hudson and sophomore 
transfer guard Hallie Meneses. 


“get somewhere,” 


Sanchez played a key role in the 
team’s success, averaging 9.2 points, 
4.9 rebounds and three assists per 
game, which was good for a conference 
honorable mention nod: and All-Fresh- 
man team honors. 

“We have to take a step on order to 
Sanchez said. “This 
was a big step and we will use this to 
get better each year, learn from it, get 
better, work harder and we will be 
back.” ; 

Hudson couldn’t agree more.
